2. GOB'S CIVIL AVIATION UNDER-SECRETARY CASANOVAS CON- 
FIRMED TO EMBASSY THAT HE AND LLOYD AEREO BOLIVIANO (LAB) 
PRESIDENT BILBAO PLAN TO ARRIVE WASHINGTON SEPT . 12 FOR 
PRELIMINARY INFORMAL TALKS WITH USDEL, ESPECIALLY 
CHAIRMAN COBB. AMONG OTHER POINTS, CASANOVAS SAID HE 
HOPES TO CONVINCE USDEL TO RE-OPEN BILATERAL NEGOTIATIONS 
SEPT 24. 

3. COMMENT: TAKING NOTE THAT BILBAO IS TRAVELLING WITH 
CASANOVAS AND THAT LAB HAS NOT YET ACQUIRED THROUGH PUR- 
CHASE OR RENTAL SUBSTITUTE AIRCRAFT TO E USED WHILE ITS ONE BOEING 
727 IS BEING OVERHAULED, (REF C.), WE SUSPECT HELP FROM

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4. IN EMPHASIZING HIS HOPES THAT NEGOTIATIONS REOPEN 
SEPT. 24. CASANOVAS SAID THAT HIS OWN SCHEDULE, WHICH 
FOLLOWS, IS TIGHT: SEPT. 12 TO 15, VISIT TO WASHINGTON; 

SEPT. 24 TO 30, NEGOTIATIONS IN LA PAZ WITH USDEL; OCT . 1 . 

TO 7, ICAO MEETING IN LIMA; OCT. 12. BOLIVIA’S NATIONAL 
AVIATION HOLIDAY; OCT. 17, NATIONAL AERONAUTICS CONGRESS, 
TRINIDAD. BOLIVIA; OCT. 26 TO NOV. 1, OFFICIAL TRIP TO

DOUBT WOULD BE HELPFUL IN GETTING THE STATE VISIT OFF 

TO A GOOD START FROM THE GOB STANDPOINT. THERFORE, IF 
BRANIFF SHOULD DECIDE TO COOPERATE IN THIS FASHION, EMBASSY 
RECOMMENDS THE DEPARTMENT SUPPORT WITH U.S. CIV AIR

7. IN LIGHT OF TTHE CONFIDENTIALITY WITH WHICH CASANOVAS 
RELATED THE ABOVE, EMBASSY HAS NOT RPT NOT INFORMED BRANIFF 
LA PAZ. TO DIMISH THE SHOCK, WE SUGGEST THAT THE DEPARTMENT 
ALERT BRANIFF DALLAS ASAP FOR CASANOVAS' OVERTURE.
